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ally  even  these  books  are  lent  for 
limited  periods. 

Miss  Lelia  Holloway,  '27,  is  the  li- 
brary assistant  in  charge  of  mailing  the 
books.  During  the  school  year  1951-52 
she  lent  a total  of  640  books  to  124 
borrowers.  Last  year  there  were  only 
93  borrowers,  who  read  370  books. 
Miss  Holloway  would  like  to  see  the 
borrowers  increase  instead  of  decrease. 

Miss  Holloway  has  had  some  cus- 
tomers over  a period  of  several  years. 
One  family  borrows  books  for  all  its 
members,  including  children’s  litera- 
ture from  the  children’s  room. 

Two  years  ago  when  the  Flagler, 
Colorado  (population  about  700),  li- 
brary burned  down,  Miss  Holloway 
heard  about  it  on  a radio  newscast.  One 
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OVEMBER  brought  the  annual 

^ student  purchase  show  to  Ober- 
lin.  This  sale  of  original  works  of  art 
priced  for  the  student’s  purse  was  the 
idea  of  Mrs.  Hazel  Barker  King,  emeri- 
tus curator  of  the  Allen  Art  Museum, 
and  has  been  continued  under  her  suc- 
cessor, Miss  Chloe  Hamilton,  ’48.  This 
year  there  were  more  than  a thousand 
works  on  view  from  which  faculty  and 
townspeople  as  well  as  students  could 
choose  — to  begin  or  add  to  collections. 

A preview  of  things  for  sale  was 
held  the  night  before  the  show  opened 
when  Friends  of  Art  met  for  tea,  coffee, 
cookies,  and  a look  at  their  own 
achievements.  Mr.  Wolfgang  Stechow, 
professor  of  art,  spoke  to  the  group 
gathered  in  a room  hung  with  works 
purchased  with  Friends  of  Art  funds 
during  its  fifteen-year  existence,  "a  re- 
markable age  for  an  adult.”  Through 
the  Friends  of  Art  the  Museum  has 
made  fifty  acquisitions  in  those  fifteen 
years,  including  drawings,  sculpture, 
water  colors,  oils,  etchings,  lithographs, 
engravings,  prints,  and  tapestries. 

In  the  purchase  show  previewed  by 
the  Friends  of  Art  were  nearly  a thou- 
sand originals  from  dealers  in  New 
York,  Baltimore,  Cleveland,  and  Chi- 
cago. Each  dealer  offers  generous  dis- 
counts, so  that  prices  paid  for  prints 
in  the  Oberlin  show  are  considerably 


lower  than  those  paid  in  the  galleries 
from  which  they  came. 

This  year’s  show  included  such  bar- 
gains as  original  Durers  for  just  $15.00 
and  single  illuminated  manuscript 
pages  for  two  and  three  dollars.  For 
those  with  a little  more  money  to  spend, 
or  who  were  willing  to  give  up  less 
vital  projects,  there  were  such  items  as 
a Roualt  for  $40  and  a Braque  for  $65. 
Faculty  and  townspeople  were  buying, 
too,  some  of  them  doing  their  Christ- 
mas shopping  early.

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Oberlin  Book  Club 

After  you  leave  Oberlin  you  may 
never  again  be  as  close  to  a library  like 
Oberlin’s  as  you  were  when  you  lived 
on  campus.  But  there  will  be  many 
times  when  you’ll  want  the  books. 

No  matter  where  you  are,  you  can 
have  any  book  in  the  Oberlin  library 
for  four  weeks  if  you  write  for  it.  The 
library  asks  only  that  you  pay  the  post- 
age both  ways. 

You  may  keep  the  books  for  four 
weeks  counting  from  the  day  you  re- 
ceive them.  Ordinarily,  to  be  sure, 
books  on  the  reserve  shelves  are  ex- 
cepted from  this  service,  but  occasion- 


of her  constant  borrowers,  she  knew, 
lived  in  Flagler.  The  library  selected 
books  from  its  duplicates,  the  staff 
brought  unwanted  books  from  home, 
and  a large  shipment  went  to  Flagler, 
which  has  now  rebuilt  its  library  and 
restocked  its  shelves  to  the  point  where 
the  library  is  accredited  by  the  state 
again. 

The  library  mimeographs  a list  of 
its  new  books  week  by  week,  and  that 
list  will  be  sent  to  anyone  for  50  cents 
a year.  If  you  want  an  old  book  and 
you  don’t  know  whether  the  library 
has  it  among  its  half  million  volumes, 
you  can  always  ask.

p LEVEN  years  ago  the  Alumni  Fund 
totaled  517,533.  When  the  books 
closed  last  June  30  on  the  1953  Alumni 
Fund,  the  year's  total  was  $63,216.69- 
The  previous  high,  achieved  by  the 
1952  Alumni  Fund,  was  $50,382.67. 
Director  of  the  fund  for  both  these  high 
years  was  Wilson  J.  Clark,  '21. 

In  addition  to  the  money  contributed 
to  the  Alumni  Fund  as  such,  the  Col- 
lege received  other  gifts  from  alumni, 
in  the  shape  of  bequests,  memorial 
funds,  and  so  forth,  in  the  amount  of 
$137,246.83.  Total  gifts  to  the  Col- 
lege by  alumni  last  year,  therefore, 
came  to  $200,463.52. 

The  class  which  contributed  most  in 
dollars  to  the  '53  Fund  was  1908.  Under 
its  agent,  Arthur  E.  Bradley,  '08  gave 


$43,980.95  to  the  Fund.  This  was 
given  by  55  donors,  which  means  that 
48.6  percent  of  the  class,  whose  mem- 
bership is  113,  contributed  nearly  $44,- 
000. 

The  class  which  participated  to  the 
fullest  was  the  Class  of  1 898.  It  did 
more  than  achieve  100  percent  partici- 
pation — it  achieved  a participation  of 
105.2  percent.  This  remarkable  feat, 
under  the  leadership  of  Class  Agent 
Ira  Shaw,  is  possible  because  some  gifts 
came  from  people  who  are  attached  to 
the  Class  but  not  members  of  it. 

The  class  with  the  highest  overall 
standing  is  determined  by  averaging 
the  total  number  of  dollars  with  the 
class  participation.  If,  for  instance,  a 
class  were  first  in  total  dollars  but  last 


in  number  of  class  members  partici- 
pating, it  would  be  outranked  in  final 
standing  by  half  of  the  other  partici- 
pating classes.  In  our  '53  Fund  the 
class  which  actually  reached  the  high- 
est standing,  considering  both  partici- 
pation and  dollar  contributions,  was 
the  Class  of  1899,  whose  agenr  is  Whit- 
ing Williams. 

Last  year  twelve  classes  were  "Grand 
Classes”:  that  is,  they  gave  $1,000  or 
more.  In  the  '53  Fund  the  number  of 
Grand  Classes  exactly  doubled.  The 
figures  for  all  classes  accompany  this 
summary  and  will  be  found  on  page  4. 
It  should  be  born  in  mind  that  the 
$63,000  Fund  represents  the  inter- 
est on  about  a million  and  a half 
dollars.

The  Campus  Commentator 

REPORTING  THE  STUDENT  SIDE  OF  OBERLIN  NEWS 


TO  A returning  senior,  the  Oberlin 
Campus  seems,  at  first,  too  quiet 
this  fall.  No  political  campaign,  like 
last  year.  No  Mock  Convention,  like 
the  year  before.  And  three  years  ago 
we  were  freshmen;  Oberlin  and  the 
world  were  very,  very  exciting  then. 
But  this  year  there  are  no  political  or 
avante  garde  intellectual  arguments  in 
the  letters  column  of  the  Review. 
Campus  government  runs  smoothly;  at 
present  writing,  no  student  governing 
body  has  been  faced  with  a "big”  vote. 
There  haven’t  even  been  any  petitions. 

But  there’s  no  cause,  yet,  to  don  sack- 
cloth and  bemoan  the  intellectual  fer- 
ment of  yesteryear.  Oberlin  students 
are  as  interested  as  they  ever  were  in 
their  classes  and  their  world.  But  the 
issues  that  have  evoked  the  greatest 
interest  on  campus  so  far  this  year  have, 
as  it  happens,  not  been  subjects  to 
divide  tire  students  into  (verbally) 
hostile  camps. 

The  "big  things"  this  fall  have  been 
Review  editor  Dan  Berger’s  trip  to  Rus- 
sia, the  opening  of  the  new  Hall  Audi- 
torium, and  the  problem  of  tension 
between  college  students  and  high 
school  youth. 

J-iERGER'S  trip,  beginning  just  as 
school  did,  lasted  three  yeeks.  Life, 
Time,  and  the  Cleveland  Press  have 
published  his  pictures  and  impressions 
already,  with  more  projected.  Invita- 
tions for  speaking  engagements  have 
been  heaped  upon  him  since  his  re- 
turn to  Oberlin,  while  he  struggled  to 
make  up  three  weeks  of  work.  ( Ober- 
lin professors  aren’t  impressed  by  na- 
tional fame.)  The  campus  was  inter- 
ested to  read  Berger’s  descriptions  of 
Moscow  University  and  the  political 
discussions  he  had  with  Russian  stu- 
dents. But  when  Life  quoted  him  as 
saying  that  Russian  girls,  like  the  ones 
back  home  at  Oberlin,  were  "kind  of 
sweet,  naive,  and  not  very  sexy,”  the 
storm  really  broke.  As  a gag,  two 
freshman  girls  presented  themselves  at 
the  Review  office  swathed  in  black  and 
ropes  of  pearls,  demanding  to  be  pre- 
sented to  Editor  Berger.  To  their 
disappointment  (and  his,  when  he 
heard  of  it),  he  wasn’t  there. 

"RUT  students,  in  Oberlin’s  best  in- 
ternational tradition,  were  im- 
pressed by  Berger’s  other  comments, 
too,  and  generally  have  hailed  his  trip 
as  a small  but  significant  chink  in  the

wall  of  ignorance  dividing  the  Ameri- 
can and  Russian  people. 

The  formal  "Hall  Hall”  dedication 
at  the  end  of  October  is  more  an  alumni 
than  a student  affair.  For  students, 
the  "dedication”  of  the  impressive  new 
building  had  come  earlier,  as  classes 
were  being  held  there  and  ODA  and 
Gilbert  and  Sullivan  rehearsals  got 
underway  on  the  fine  new  stage.  Those 
two  theatrical  groups  plan  to  baptize 
the  auditorium  with  two  weeks  of  al- 
ternately scheduled  performances  of 
Shaw’s  St.  Joan  (ODA)  and  The  Yeo- 
men of  the  Guard  (G  & S).  Since  the 
complete  absence  of  adequate  stage 
space  in  Oberlin  was  one  of  the  big 
reasons  students  were  glad  to  see  con- 
struction on  Hall  Auditorium  finally 
begin,  these  two  productions  will  con- 
solidate the  building’s  position  as  an 
important  part  of  the  Oberlin  scheme 
of  things. 

JNDERGRADUATE  opinion  of 
^ the  architecture  is  still  divided. 
There  have  been  clusters  of  art  students 
out  sketching  the  structure  every  day 
during  Oberlin's  long  and  unusually 
warm  Indian  summer.  But  many  feel 
that  it  is  spectacularly  out-of-place 
artistically  in  the  campus  layout. 


A national  rise  in  the  incidence  of 
juvenile  delinquency  has  caught  up 
with  Oberlin,  many  feel,  and  is  reflected 
in  the  increasing  number  of  hostile 
knots  of  high  school  youth  who  harass 
college  students  on  the  streets,  and  in 
the  prominent  part  town  youngsters 
played  in  this  year’s  freshman  hazing 
activities.  One  belligerent  group  even 
invaded  Men’s  Building.  Feeling  ran 
high  for  a while.  The  traditional  bon- 
fire on  the  eve  of  the  first  home  football 
game  was  postponed  for  fear  the  usual 
town-gown  friction  on  that  occasion 
might  grow  out  of  hand  this  year.  Re- 
view editorials  and  letters  proposed 
cause,  solution,  and  counter-solution. 

But  the  tension,  after  threatening  to 
explode  into  a really  dangerous  situa- 
tion, appears  to  have  eased  more  or 
less  of  its  own  accord.  The  bonfire  was 
eventually  staged,  without  incident. 
The  Y Social  Action  Committee  is 
working  on  a joint  project  with  high 
school  leaders,  hoping  that  mutual 
friendship  may  help  mutual  under- 
standing. College  girls  no  longer  feel 
too  wary  about  walking  the  campus 
alone  after  nightfall. 

SK  any  senior.  "This  place  isn’t 
-*  * what  it  was  when  I was  a fresh- 
man. But  when  he  was  a freshman, 
three  years  ago,  seniors  talked  the  same 
way.  As  they  probably  did  thirteen 
years  ago,  or  thirty-three.  No  issue  has 
torn  the  campus  apart  this  year,  or 
welded  students  into  a band  of  cru- 
saders. But  the  interest,  the  excite- 
ment, the  issues  are  still  here.  I hope 
they  always  will  be:  I think  they  will.

Walter  K.  Bailey,  T9,  as  chairman, 
is  calling  upon  this  group  for  council  and  leadership.  Marts  and  Lundy,  fund- 
raising consultants,  have  been  retained  to  guide  us  for  the  first  year  and  a half. 


HOW  MUCH  MONEY  IS  NEEDED? 


A committee  of  trustees,  after  a two-year  study,  estimated  the  urgent  capital  needs 
of  Oberlin  at  $10,525,000.  This  fund  is  designed  to  preserve  Oberlin’s  academic 
strength  for  the  next  decade. 


WHAT  WILL  THE  MONEY  DO? 


Provide  classroom  and  office  facilities  for  the  humanities  and  social  sciences  — re- 
place Westervelt,  for  instance.  $1,250,000 

Build  five  men’s  and  three  women’s  dormitories.  Federal  Hall,  and  many  of  the 
former  private  dwellings  currently  being  used,  are  inefficient  and  inadequate. 

$1,925,000 

Replace  old  second  church  and  several  frame  houses  with  modern  facilities  for  teach- 


ing zoology,  botany,  geology,  and  geography.  $1,000,000 

Erect  a library  and  rehearsal  hall  for  the  Conservatory.  $450,000 

Construct  additional  apartments  for  theology  married  students.  $400,000 

Endow  ten  professional  chairs.  $2,000,000 

Capitalize  scholarships  currently  being  granted  from  other  funds.  $3,500,000 
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ISN'T  OBERLIN  RICH  NOW? 


Yes  — and  No! 

Oberlin  has  a fine  endowment.  But  it  is  now  being  used  to  capacity  for  academic 
purposes.  There  are  no  longer  surpluses  for  buildings,  or  better  salaries,  or  more 
scholarships.  So  we  have  the  choice  of  standing  still  ( really  losing  ground,  because 
others  will  progress);  or  maintaining  our  traditional  role  of  academic  leadership. 


HOW  LONG  WILL  IT  TAKE? 


All  of  these  needs  are  urgent  now.  Lack  of  them  ten  years  from  now  would  pre- 
sent a crisis.  The  Development  Council  hopes  to  have  a substantial  part  of  the 
total  pledged  from  alumni  and  friends  by  the  end  of  1954  (pledges  to  be  paid 
over  a 30-month  period).  Alumni,  new  friends,  corporations  and  foundations, 
cultivated  during  the  first  phase,  could  reasonably  be  expected  to  fill  in  the  balance 
by  outright  gifts  or  bequests  during  the  10-year  period  — provided  we  do  a 
thorough  job  now,  and  follow  through  later. 


HOW  WILL  THE  CAMPAIGN  BE  CONDUCTED? 


By  the  alumni,  right  out  in  their  home  towns.  Full  time  members  of  the  Develop- 
ment office,  working  in  one  area  of  alumni  concentration  at  a time,  will  help  you 
set  up  committees  to  make  personal  calls  on  the  alumni  and  friends.  They  will  pro- 
vide publicity,  printed  materials,  and  campaign  know-how;  which,  combined  with 
your  knowledge  of  local  conditions,  should  produce  real  results. 


WHAT  ABOUT  THE  ALUMNI  FUND? 


After  careful  consideration,  the  Alumni  Board  accepted  the  recommendation  to 
integrate  the  Alumni  Fund  with  the  Development  Fund  during  the  solicitation 
period.  This  will  avoid  duplicate  solicitation  and  allow  us  all  to  concentrate  on 
the  one  program.  Gifts  to  the  Development  Fund  will  be  recorded  by  class  as  well 
as  by  area.  This  year  $60,000  of  the  funds  received  will  be  allocated  to  the  work 
ordinarily  financed  by  the  Alumni  Fund. 


WHO  WILL  GIVE  THE  MONEY? 

Since  individuals  give  only  if  they  are  interested  in  the  institution,  and  are  con- 
vinced of  the  need,  it  is  logical  that  most  of  the  funds  in  the  first  phase  will  come 
from  the  people  with  a first-hand  knowledge  of  the  College — the  alumni. 
However,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  area  committee  will  help  present  the  program  to 
others,  thus  increasing  our  circle  of  friends  for  the  years  ahead.

LED  BY  their  long,  smooth-striding 
sophomore  ace,  John  Miller,  Ober- 
lin’s  cross  country  team  went  through 
an  undefeated  eight-meet  schedule  and 
then  captured  the  Ohio  Conference  title 
over  a three-team  field.

IT  IS  unfortunate  that  in  years  to  come 
it  is  only  the  cold  won-lost  figures 
that  are  remembered  by  most.  One 
victory,  five  losses,  and  a tie,  going 
into  the  final  game  of  the  season  with 
their  old  rival  Wooster,  seems  like  a 
rather  poor  record  for  the  Yeomen. 
But  for  those  close  to  the  team  who 
have  watched  its  performances  week 
after  week,  it  has  been  a season  for 
which  the  Yeomen  need  not  feel  too 
badly. 

Coach  Lysle  Butler  and  his  assistants, 
Bob  Clark,  Ralph  Bibler,  and  Bob 
Kretchmar,  were  faced  with  building 
an  entirely  new  backfield  and  remold- 
ing a team  riddled  by  graduation  losses.

There  are  24  married  men  in  the  class  and  37  married 
women  (six  of  whom  are  full-time  housewives). 


Nearly  40%  of  the  College  women  are  in  graduate 
school;  the  rest  are  working  in  business  or  teaching; 
42%  of  Conservatory  men  are  in  graduate  school;  28% 
are  teaching. 

Seven  Conservatory  women  have  non-music  jobs ; 34% 
are  in  graduate  school. 

Men  are  making  $2,100  to  $5,000;  women  are  making 
$l,680-$3,900.  The  median  salary  is  $300  higher  than 
last  year. 


More  than  half  the  College  men  are  in  graduate  school ; 
27%  are  in  the  Armed  Services;  10%  are  employed, 
and  7%  are  uncertain. 


FOR  A number  of  years  the  majority 
of  Oberlin  graduates  have  planned 
on  professional  work  such  as  college 
and  secondary  teaching,  medicine,  law, 
theology,  social  work,  scientific  re- 
search, etc.  — occupations  which  nor- 
mally require  some  advanced  study  in 
preparation  for  them.  This  continues 
to  be  true  for  1953  graduates  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  for 
Bachelor  of  Music  graduates  in  the 
Conservatory  of  Music.  However,  be- 
cause of  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
men  drafted  for  military  service,  the 
percentage  of  men  going  into  graduate 
study  in  1953  has  dropped  from  62% 
for  1952  to  56%  for  1953. 

College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 

| HE  Armed  Services  have  called  ( or 
will  soon  call)  27%  of  the  men 
of  ’53  compared  with  17%  in  1952. 
Half  of  those  already  in  service  are  in 
the  Army  (drafted)  and  the  others 
have  enlisted  in  the  Navy  (10),  Mar- 


ines, and  Army  Air  Force.  As  indi- 
cated above,  56%  are  in  graduate  study; 
10%  have  sought  "permanent”  em- 
ployment, and  the  other  7%  are  still 
in  process  of  making  plans  or  have  not 
reported  on  themselves.  Most  of  the 
men  waiting  for  military  service  are 
holding  temporary  jobs  in  industry  or 
doing  "odd  jobs”  at  home. 

Partly  because  of  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  women  completing  prepara- 
tion for  primary  and  secondary  teach- 
ing, there  is  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  women  in  post-collegiate  study 
(37.5%  as  compared  with  32.4%  in 
1952),  as  well  as  an  increase  in  the 
number  going  directly  into  education, 
and  a slight  increase  in  the  percentage 
in  business  (18%)  and  other  occupa- 
tions.

' are  in  post-collegiate  study — 18 
(all  men)  in  the  sciences,  17  in  the  social 
sciences,  13  in  languages,  and  27  in

the  other  academic  fields  (art,  psy- 
chology, education,  etc.),  for  a total  of 
25  academic  fields.  Forty-six  men  and 
1 1 women  are  studying  for  professions 
— medicine,  20;  law,  11;  theology,  9; 
business  administration,  5;  nursing,  4; 
social  work,  3;  dentistry,  drama,  en- 
gineering, and  guidance.  Four  girls  are 
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attending  Katharine  Gibbs  Schools  for 
secretarial  study,  2 are  in  physical 
therapy,  and  3 in  occupational  therapy 
training. 

Forty-eight  (42%  of  the  men  and 
20%  of  the  women  in  graduate  study) 
are  meeting  their  expenses  through 
assistantships,  fellowships,  or  scholar- 
ships varying  from  tuition  only  to  $1,- 
950.  In  addition  to  the  regular  awards 
made  by  graduate  schools,  12  won  fel- 
lowships from  such  organizations  as  the 
National  Science  Foundation,  Danforth 
Foundation,  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellow- 
ships, French  Government,  Fulbright 
Fellowships,  and  American-Scandi- 
navian  Foundation. 

As  usual,  the  class  has  scattered  to 
graduate  schools  all  over  the  United 
States  and  to  Europe.  Thirty-nine  uni- 
versities and  colleges  from  Massachu- 
setts to  California  and  North  Dakota 
to  Florida  are  represented,  as  well  as 
universities  in  Austria,  France,  Sweden, 
England,  Israel,  Belgium,  and  Germany. 
However,  as  has  been  true  for  several 
years,  half  of  the  graduate  students  are 
enrolled  in  just  8 schools  — Western 
Reserve,  16;  Columbia  and  Harvard 
University,  13  each;  Yale,  9;  Oberlin, 
6;  Cornel],  5;  Boston  and  Michigan,  4 
each. 

HIRTY-EIGHT  (12  men,  26 
-*■  women)  are  working  in  business 
and  industry.  Fifteen  (girls)  are  in 
secretarial  and  general  office  jobs; 
others  are  in  training  programs  in  such 
companies  as  Proctor  and  Gamble, 
Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance 
Co.,  Gardner  Board  & Carton  Co.,  Mu- 
tual Life  Insurance  Co.,  William  Fi- 
lene  Co.,  Carson,  Pirie,  Scott  & Co.; 
and  jobs  in  market  research,  actuarial 
work,  mathematical  research,  chemical 
research,  newspaper  distribution,  and 
sales  account  for  the  others.  Twenty- 
seven  women  and  one  man  entered  the 
teaching  profession — kindergarten  and 
primary  grades,  16;  physical  education 
and  music  education,  3 each;  high 
school,  3;  nursery  school,  1;  intermedi- 
ate grades,  1.  The  general  "social  ser- 
vices” field  attracted  14  women  — so- 
cial case  work,  settlement  work, 
YWCA,  and  Red  Cross.  Other  fields

for  the  men;  medical  research,  the 
Army,  government  employment,  li- 
brary work,  art  museum  work,  recrea- 
tion, and  school  psychologist  for  the 
women. 

Conservatory  of  Music 

C HE  Conservatory  of  Music  group 
shows  a wider  range  of  occupa- 
tions than  usual.  As  was  true  of  the 
College,  one-fourth  of  the  men  are  in 
military  service.  Again  the  percentage 
of  men  in  graduate  study  has  dropped 
(42%)  and  has  increased  for  women 
(34%),  for  a total  of  37%  of  the 
class — piano,  12;  organ,  3;  voice,  3; 
violin,  2;  and  1 each  in  clarinet,  flute, 
music  literature.  With  one  exception, 
those  in  graduate  study  all  hold  Bache- 
lor of  Music  degrees  — an  indication  of 
the  necessity  for  graduate  degrees  for 
teaching  positions  in  applied  music. 
Half  of  the  graduate  students  hold 
assistantships  or  scholarships  from 
$400  to  $1,400  in  value.  Although  a 
third  of  them  are  at  Oberlin,  the  group 
has  scattered  to  12  schools. 

Eighteen  (28%)  are  teaching  music 
— 12  in  music  education  in  secondary 
schools,  1 teaching  piano  in  a private 
school,  and  5 in  their  own  private 
piano  studios.  Five  are  in  other  types 
of  music  positions  — accompanist, 
church  music  director,  orchestra  mem- 
ber, and  choral  group  (Hormel  All- 
Girls  Chorus).  Seven  women  are  in 
"non-music”  occupations  — teaching 
elementary  grades,  doing  secretarial  and 
general  office  work,  and  industrial 
drafting  — an  indication  that  marriage 
and  husband’s  location  have  made  it 
advisable  to  secure  work  outside  of 
music  for  the  present. 

General  Comments 

I HE  salary  trend  is  again  upward, 

-*■  with  the  median  salary  about 
$300  higher  than  in  1952.  Beginning 
salaries  in  business  and  industry  varied 
from  $2,100  to  $5,000  for  the  men  and 
from  $1,680  to  $3,900  for  the  women, 
with  medians  of  $3,900  and  $2,600  re- 
spectively. Teaching  salaries  ranged 
from  $2,070  to  $3,700  (median  $3,- 
100)  for  grade  and  high  school  posi-

dons  and  from  $2,500  to  $4,500  (me- 
dian $3,245)  for  music  education  posi- 
tions. 

A third  of  the  group  employed  se- 
cured their  jobs  through  specific 
notices  from  the  Bureau  of  Appoint- 
ments; 20%  through  direct  application 
by  letter  or  in  person;  20%  through  in- 
formation from  friends  ( often  Oberlin 
friends);  and  the  rest  from  a variety 
of  sources  including  relatives,  former 
employers,  advertisements,  summer 
job  contacts,  agencies,  etc. 

Perhaps  again  reflecting  the  in- 
crease in  military  service,  the  number 
of  ’53  graduates  married  by  Novem- 
ber 1 is  lower  than  in  the  past  five 
years.  Even  so,  17%  (24  men  and  37 
women)  are  married,  with  another  5% 
(8  men,  10  women)  planning  to  take 
the  step  within  the  year.  Twenty  have 
married  classmates,  2 married  former 
classmates,  21  married  Oberlinians 
from  other  classes,  and  18  chose  from 
"non-Oberlin”  wives  or  husbands.  Only 
6 of  the  women  are  full-time  home- 
makers, and  several  of  them  plan  to 
secure  work  after  their  husbands’  mili- 
tary assignments  are  more  permanent.

Fiances  Margaret  Banta  died  in  Washington. 
D.  C..  on  June  19.  1953.  She  was  born  in  Cob- 
bettsville.  N.  Y.,  on  July  26,  1865.  She  had 
lived  more  than  thirty  years  in  Washington, 
four-fifths  of  that  time  teaching  in  the  high 
schools.  Since  her  retirement  in  1935,  she  had 
tutored,  coached,  studied  at  night  school,  visited 
the  sick,  done  war  work,  and  served  the  Red 
Cross.  She  had  the  degree  of  Ph.M.  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  (’07).  She  taught  Ger- 
man. English,  history,  and  American  literature. 
In  1925  she  had  taken  an  extensive  trip  to  Ice- 
lan,  Norway,  Sweden,  France,  and  the  British 
Isles. 


1904 

Charles  Lionel  Chute,  a founder  and  executive 
director  of  the  National  Probation  and  Parole 
Association  from  1921  to  1948  and  its  vice 
president  since  1948,  died  September  28.  1953. 
He  suffered  a heart  attack  in  his  taxicab  in 
downtown  New  York.  Mr.  Chute,  who  lived  in 
Mountain  Lakes.  N.  J.,  was  born  in  Saugus. 
Mass.,  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Lane  Chute. 
He  was  graduated  from  Oberlin,  took  his  M.A 
from  Columbia  in  1910,  and  also  was  graduated 
that  year  from  the  New  York  School  of  Social 
Work. 

He  began  his  social  work  career  in  1910  as  an 
investigator  for  the  National  Child  Labor  Com- 
mittee at  a time  when  factories  in  all  sections  of 
the  United  States  were  exploiting  the  low- 
salaried  work  of  children.  Two  years  later  he 
was  made  secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  Child 
Labor  Association  and  in  1913  became  the  first 
secretary  of  the  New  York  State  Probation 
Commission,  a post  he  held  for  seven  years.  In 
that  capacity  he  organized  and  developed  proba- 
tion services  in  the  state  and  contributed  to  the 
establishment  of  professional  standards  in  the 
field.  In  1915,  Mr.  Chute  was  chosen  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  National  Probation  Association, 
and  in  1921  organized  the  association  as  an  in- 
corporated service  agency.  As  director,  he  de 
veloped  the  agency’s  scope  of  activities  and  pro- 
moted the  establishment  of  probation  systems. 

He  was  a leader  in  the  movement  for  proba- 
tion in  the  Federal  courts,  a 10-year  effort  that 
was  culminated  in  the  passage  of  the  Federal 
Probation  Act  of  1925.  In  1947  the  American 
Parole  Association  was  absorbed  by  the  Na- 
tional Probation  Association  and  the  organization 
became  the  National  Probation  and  Parole 
Association.  Through  the  association,  Mr. 
Chute  collaborated  with  the  United  States  Chil- 
dren s Bureau  in  the  promulgation  of  juvenile 
court  standards  and  the  drafting  of  juvenile 
court  law.  After  giving  up  his  post  of  executive 
director  of  the  association  in  1948,  he  devoted 
much  of  his  time  to  the  Interprofessional  Com- 
mission on  Marriage  and  Divorce  Laws. 

Mr.  Chute  wrote  and  lectured  widely  on  all 
phases  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  adult  crime 
control.  At  his  death  he  was  completing  a book 
on  the  history  of  probation  in  this  country.  Last 
>ear  he  was  honored  by  correctional  leaders  at 
a national  conference  in  Chicago  for  his  contribu- 
tions to  the  advancement  of  probation,  parole, 
and  the  social  treatment  of  crime  generally.

Since 
1937  she  had  been  director  of  work  with  children 
at  the  library,  and  had  been  with  the  library 
since  1911.  An  editorial  in  the  Cleveland  Plain 
Dealer  said,  “Her  serene  manner  endeared  her 
to  her  associates,  and  her  efficiency  was  re- 
warded by  a long  series  of  promotions  . . . Many 
a Clevelander  carries  with  him  the  unconscious 
imprint  of  the  nobility  of  Elizabeth  Briggs.  The 
fine  influence  of  her  service  remains.”

1888  in 
Fields.  O.  Miss  Briggs  belonged  to  the  Wom- 
en’s City  Club,  the  College  Club,  the  Council 
of  World  Affairs,  and  the  National  Conference 
of  Christians  and  Jews.  She  was  a past  president 
of  the  Cleveland  Oberlin  Women’s  Club.

Earl  William  Hope  died  in  Detroit  on  June

Wallace  Melnott  Russell  died  on  July  13.  1953.
